Ma- 
ny of their inhabitants, perhups theiy predeceffors for ages back, have 
heenpaccuftom.ed to look jupon them as their own, exclufive of 2 {mall 
bens paid to, the lords ;,and 10 be at« once deprived of them, and be 
Obliged:to feck an habitation they know not where, and if procured ta 
gwean high sent, is cruel, $mall tenements, in many parilhes, are 
now become f{carce, divers families live in one houfe, yea, a fingle 
room mutt ferve a large family ; fo that the health of the poor is en- 
dangered by fo many of them being crowded together ; and when pu- 
avid diforders ‘attack them, probably many lives are loft by it. It is 
thocking to humanity for the dead corple of a hufbard to hie on the 
fame bed (if it may be called a bed) with a fick wife, and perhaps fey- 
eralccluldren. Yet many fuch~-initances. there are in this rich aad 
proud nation: and where is the pact (it may juflly be queried) of 
the gavernment, when they pafs enclofing laws, without protecting 
the poor cottagers.” ; aah ) 

.** The eftaies are generally in the hands of farmers, and it is no an- 

common thing for one farmer to rent from three to five hundred ponnds 

perannum. As the parifhes are moftly fmall, three or four capital 
farmers capped idl the eftates in one of them: and as by the 
tenor of their leafes, they pay all parifh. rates and taxes, they conclude 
it their intereft that-as few poor labourers as may be, dwell in their ref. 
petite partfhes; and therefore, as fome of the labourers havetold me,they 
ave futfered as many {mall cot-houfes, which were on their cltates, 
as'they could, to fall down, rather than tiey fhould be occupied by 
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poor families: always chufing that their labourers fhouid live inan ad- 
joining parilh, rather than their own, giving for areafon, that if any 

nistoriune fhould happen to.them, tlieir eftates would not be burthen. 
ed with fupporting them.” : 

‘¢ In moft parts of England,the people are abfolutely ina ftate of vaf. 
falage to their high and mighty mafters, for whom they labour for 
about fix fhillings per week. I believe the farmers at leaft fome of 
them, fell corn to their labourers for what they ca!! reafonable prices, 
They {carcely tafte a bit of animal food, except bacon, which they buy 
of their mafters for feven pence per pound, and every other article of 
life is proportionabty dear, The beit produce of the country is carri- 
ed off to the towns, or exported ; even their fuel, though in many 
parts plenty, is dear, The milk,.that neceffary food for poor families, 
is chiefly made into’cheefe : Thé poor have teldomr any. The bef 
of the cheefe is fent away, and an inferior fort made for them, and fold 
at a high price. » There feemed.to me to be a vifible depreffion in the 
countenances of thefe poor creatures. I have feen them approach 
their mafters with all the appearance of abject fear and flattery + But 
could never difcover any.thing like affe€tion, or an attachment to their 
mafler’s perfon or property, further than outward fhow, the effeét ot 
flavifh fear, In fhort, thd: Englith peafantry appeared to’ me almolt

The verbal report of an officer fent to M. Rochambeau, computes 
the lofs at from 260 to 300 men killed or wounded, Such isthe unfort- 
_unate event which the enemies of the conftitution will'not fail to ex- 
aggerate, It is, however, one of thofe which we muft expeét; fer 
wars but a tiffue of mifcarriage and fuccefs, and it is in the hour of 
defeat, that courage fhonld be moft confpicuous. But there are mis- 
fortunes which we may torefee, of which the danger is great, and the 
confequence would be the diffolution‘ot the public force, if the Affem- 
bly thould not hatien, by the firmeft meafures, to provide a remedy.
